Claims 1-103 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s) , at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The limitation that applicants' blends are "composed solely of a 
first component and a second component" was not present in the 
specification as filed and this limitation is therefore new 
matter. The specification as filed in fact discloses that 
materials such as peroxides for cross-linking etc. may be added 
but in any case does not disclose that the two components are 
"solely" present . 

Claims 1-103 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicants 
regard as the invention. 

The specification discloses that non-polymeric components 
such as peroxide are present in applicants' composition and 
therefore those skilled in the art when reviewing applicants' 
claims in light of the specification would conclude that the term 
"composed solely of a first component and a second component" 
might possibly only refer to macromolecular materials given that 
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other materials than two polymeric materials are disclosed. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 

of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under . 

this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
(e) The invention was described in (1) an application 
for patent, published under Section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for 
patent, except that an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have 
the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in v the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States 
and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in 
the English language. 



Claims 1-15, 17, 35-51 and 59-85 are rejected under 3 5 
U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Ding et al . (U.S. 
6, 613, 187) . 

See the previous Office action on page 3 line 1 et seq. 

Applicants' arguments filed 7-19-04 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

With regard to Van Loon and Castellani, these references are 
no longer relied upon since they do not teach or suggest blends 
composed solely of a first component and a second component as 
claims 1, 18 and 52 and those dependent thereon require. With 
regard to claims 69 and 86, these references do not teach or 
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suggest the cross-linked compositions of the instant claims. 

With regard to the sole remaining rejection which has been 
maintained, namely that relying upon Ding et al . , the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103 has been withdrawn. However the fact that 
both the present application and Ding et al . were assigned to 
Baxter International the time of the invention is immaterial to 
anticipation. 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M.P.E.P. 

§ 706.07(a). Applicants are reminded of the extension of time 
policy as set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a).
